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REPORT. 


To His Excellency, ALBINUS Nance, Governor of Nebraska: 

In accordance with the provisions of the act establishmg the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, the Regents submit the following report of their 
proceedings for the two years ending December 1, 1880. 


REGENTS’ MEETINGS. 


> 


Since the last biennial report the Regents have held meetings as 
follows: 

December 17th, 1878; June roth, and December 23d, 1879; April 
7th, and June 8th, 1880. 


THE FACULTY. 


The Faculty, as now constituted, consists of the Chancellor, eight 
Professors, and four Tutors or instructors. 

Lieut. Edgar 5. Dudley, U. S. A., retired from the military depart- 
ment in July, 1879, by reason of the expiration of the term of his de- 
tail, and was succeeded by Lieut. 1. T. Webster, U. 5. A., who report- 
ed for duty at the beginning of the fall term in 1879 

At the meeting of the Regents in June, 1880, Prof. George E. 
Woodbury was recalled and elected Professor of Anglo-Saxon and 
Rhetoric. His salary was fixed at one thousand six hundred dollars. 

George E. Howard, who has been connected with the University as 
Tutor since January, 1879, was elected Professor of English Litera- 
ture and English History, and was also chosen Librarian, with a salary 
of one thousand five hundred dollars per annum. 

At this meeting of the Board of Regents, the salary of Miss. Ellen 
Smith was increased from one thousand dollars to one thousand two 
hundred dollars, in recognition of her zeal and ability. 

Charles N. Little, a graduate of the class of 1879, and subsequently 
a student at Sheffield Scientific School, Yale College, was elected in- 
structor im Mathematics and Analytical Chemistry for the year, at a 
salary of nine hundred dollars. 

A Conservatory of Music was also provided under the direction of 
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| S. В. Hohmann, without ехрепве to the University, excepting the fur- 

| nishing of necessary rooms for the classes. 

| At this meeting the Regents decided to dispense with the further 

|! services of С. B. Palmer, Principal of the Latin School; the changes 

| made in the Faculty making it unnecessary to continue this depart- 

! ent as tt had been organized and conducted. 

| Prof, Hiram Collier, failing in health by reason of his close соп- 

| finement and arduous duties in the class room, was permitted to visit 

р Florida, and subsequently California, hoping the change of climate 

| anda rest from his work might restore his health and enable him to 
return to his duties. His friends were prepared, however, to hear of 
his death, which occurred in California, June 18th, 1380. 

Prof. Collier was an enthusiast in his department, and during his 
connection with the University possessed the confidence and esteem 
|

of both Faculty and Students. He was especially distinguished for 


his unassuming manner, untiring energy and industry, and thorough 
familiarity with his Department of Chemistry and Physics. 

The vacancy caused by his death still exists, as there has been no 
meeting of the Board of Regents since his decease.

THE INDUSTRIAL COLLEGE. 


The Regents again present the claims of the Industrial College, 
‚ which were urged at length in the last biennial report, and trust the 
time has arrived when the State can render such aid as will enable the 
Regents to furnish the facilities necessary to a compliance with the re- 


| quirements of the act of Congress, granting the lands for the endow- 
‚ ment and support of this College. 
In view of probable legislation by Congress, looking to a more gen- 
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гта] education of the masses of the people, the eina need merely 
suggest to your Excellency the propriety of advancing the interests of 
this College, which has already cost the State a.considerable amount 
of money, and by a liberal grant of lands from the general govern- 
ment will soon become self-supporting 

Nothing has been done to facilitate the study of the mechanic arts, 
and but little progress has been made in the school of agriculture, 
owing chiefly to a lack of means. , | 


‘THE MODEL FARM. 


The debt which matured June 25th, 1879, was paid, and the title to 
the farm has been made perfect. The appropriation made by the 
Legislature of 1879, with other funds realized from sale of lands set 
apart for that purpose, was applied in discharge of the debt, and the 
funds and securities remaining in the hands of the Regents were trans- 
ferred to the State Treasurer, as directed in the act of the Legislature 
making the appropriation. A full statement of the moneys disbursed 
by the Board of Regents on account of the Model Farm will be 
found in the report of the Secretary of the Board appended hereto. 

A statement of the funds and evidences of indebtedness transmitted 
to the State Treasurer will be found in the report of Hon.G M. 
Bartlett, State Treasurer.

The unpaid securities in the hands of the State Treasurer when col- 
lected, will much more than reimburse the State for the eight thou- 
sand dollar appropriation. It is hoped, that after the State has been 

reimbursed, the surplus may be placed to the credit of the University, 
to be used as the Legislature may direct. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 
| 


А large and convenient barn has been erected upon the farm, 
which furnishes ample room for the stock and farm products. A small 
temporary green-house was built in the spring of 1879, to afford facili- 
ties for the propagation and growth of plants and flowers; a valuable 
collection had been secured, but on the twenty-sixth of November 
last the building, with its contents, was destroyed by fire.

Machinery for the manufacture of sugar and molasses from cane was 
purchased at a cost of four hundred dollars. Considerable syrup, 
about three thousand gallons, and some sugar was manufactured, but 
the season had proved very unfavorable for a thorough test, so that 
the Superintendent of the farm has not been able to satisfy himself 
fully as to the merits of the undertaking. 


UNIVERSITY AND AGRICULIURAL COLLEGE LAND», 


The Regents invite the attention of your Excellency to the fact 
that the lands granted for the support of the University are now 
attracting the attention of those seeking homes within our State, and 
express the hope that the time is rapidly approaching when the Uni- 
versity will, at least in part. become self-supporting. 

'The Regents recommend such legislation as may be necessary to 
place at the disposal of the Regents the income derived from lease of 
University and Agricultural College lands. 
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THE LIBRARY. 


The management of the Library under Prof. Howard has been very 
satisfactory The Library is open as a reading room, three hours per 
day, five days in the week. The number of volumes ın the Univer- 
sity at present is 2709, and about 700 pamphlets and unbound volumes 
There are also 381 volumes in the Farm Library, making a total of 
3090 volumes, exclusive of the pamphlets and unbound matter. The 
estimated value of the Library is six thousand dollars. 

The law provides that all matriculation fees shall be expended for books 
forthe Library. By the advice of the Attorney General of the State, the 
matriculation fees on hand, and to be collected thereafter, were, at the 
June meeting of the Regents in 1880, ordered to be paid into the 
State Treasury. Under existing laws this Library fund cannot be 
drawn from the Treasury without an act of the Legislature appropri- 
ating thesame. The Regents therefore recommend that the law be 
amended so as to place the Library fund in the State Treasury at the 
disposal of the Board of Regents, to be expended for the benefit of 
the University Library. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The number of students enrolled during the Fall Term of 1880, is 
255, а marked increase over the attendance of former terms. 


THE MILITARY DEPARTMENT. 


This department was organized in the fall of 1876, by Lieut. E. S. 
Dudley, U. S. A., who had been detailed by the Secretary*of War for 
duty at this University; and under his management commendable 
progress was made through much opposition, and many obstacles had 
to be overcome. Since Lieut. I. Т. Webster, U. 5. A., has been in 
command, this department has steadily grown in favor, and under his 
judicious management bids fair to become both popular and beneficial 
to the University. 

The organization and equipment of a band by the Cadets has proven 
a valuable addition, and 1s appreciated by the students and Faculty. 

In this departmeet eighty-three students have been enrolled during 
the Fall Term of 1880, of which fifteen have dropped out by reason 
of absence and excuse from duty, leaving an attendance of sixty-eight 
at this date, a very Satisfactory showing as compared with former terms.
